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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-96 are pending in the instant application. 

Election/Restriction 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-84, drawn to compositions and methods comprising a drug-carrier 
complex, classified in class 514, subclass 1. 

II. Claims 85-90, drawn to a drug delivery system comprising a matrix and a 
nucleotide, classified in class 424, subclass 1.25. 

III. Claims 91-96, drawn to an implant comprising a matrix and a nucleotide, 
classified in class 424, subclass 1.33. 

Applicants should note that Group I is drawn to several inventions, and Applicant should 
select from one of the following inventions within Group I: 

Pick one drug selected from the group comprising a nucleic acid, a protein, a chemical 
such as an intercalator or a metal, a diagnostic such as a radioactive, paramagnetic, etc. AND 

Pick one carrier selected from the group comprising a single stranded nucleotide, a 
double stranded nucleotide AND 

Pick one polymer selected from the group consisting of a polysaccharide, a polyacetal or 
a polyether, OR PICK ONE SPECIFIC COMBINATION of two polymers, OR pick one 
oligomer selected from the group consisting of an oligosaccharide or an oligopeptide, OR PICK 
ONE SPECIFIC COMBINATION of two oligomers. The claims in each Group will be 
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examined according to the limitations of the elected invention since some claims were found to 
be generic to patentably distinct groups. 

Inventions I and II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
different inventions are chemically, biologically, structurally and functionally distinct from each 
other and thus one does not render the other obvious. The drug carrier complexes of Group I are 
not required to produce each other, nor are they required to produce the matrices of Group II, nor 
the implants of Group III. Therefore, the inventions of the these three groups are capable of 
supporting separate patents. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143).
